Twenty-thousand  rounds  of  am- 
munition have  been  received  by  the 
Rifle  Club  for  use  in  its  practice 
sessions  and  tournaments  during 
the  remainder  of  the  scholastic  year. 

The  newly-formed  organization 
has  applied  for  admission  to  the 
National  Rifle  Association  and  ex- 
pects to  obtain  its  charter  in  the 
next  two  weeks.

His  latest  book,  concerning  his 
break  with  President  Roosevelt, 
created  a nation-wide  stir.  He  is 
also  the  author  of  another  work 
entitled  Behind  the  Ballots. 


Farley  received  degrees  from 
Canisius  College  in  Buffalo,  Man- 
hattan College  and  Niagara  Uni- 
versity, Villanova  and  St.  Ambrose 
College.  He  was  named  to  represent 
New  York  State  as  a delegate  to 
lour  National  Democratic  Conven- 
tions.

Loyola  beat  Hopkins,  77-41,  on  Wednesday  to  clinch  M-D 
crown. 

Thwarted  by  American  University  last  Monday  night  for 
their  first  loss  in  Mason-Dixon  competition,  Loyola’s  Greyhounds 
hope  to  hit  the  win  column  tomorrow  night  against  Washington 
College.  It  will  be  the  team’s  final  tuneup  prior  to  the  M-D 
tourney  next  week-end. 


Two  victories  over  Mt.  St.  Mary’s 
within  six  days  pushed  Lefty  Reitz’s 
cagers  farther  ahead  of  the  M-D 
j pack  in  the  race  for  conference  cage 
I honors. 

Loyola  won  a 62-41  contest  at 
Evergreen  on  February  12,  then 
paid  a visit  to  the  Frederick 
Armory  on  the  eighteenth  and  eked 
out  a thrilling  58-56  decision. 

The  Hounds  opened  up  early  in 
the  home  tilt,  and  rushed  to  a size- 
able lead  in  the  first  quarter.  The 
team  amassed  38  points  in  the  first 
half,  only  3 tallies  short  of  an  Ever- 
green record. 

Every  squad  member  was  used  by 
I Reitz,  as  the  Mounts  failed  to 
threaten  although  they  did  increase 
the  tempo  in  the  final  half. 

In  the  Frederick  test,  Loyola  held 
I the  lead  only  once,  but  that  was  at 
1 the  end  of  the  game,  as  Jim  Lacy 
j and  company  roared  back  after  be- 
ing hopelessly  behind  by  ten  points 
with  six  minutes  to  go. 

Mike  Russo  and  Pete  Clark,  the 
Mounts’  shooting  stars,  hit  the 


cords  consistently  well  in  the  first 
three  quarters,  and  the  home  forces 
edged  ahead  to  a 49-39  advantage 
before  Loyola  started  to  move. 

Lacy,  suffering  a poor  game  up 
to  this  point,  stepped  on  the  gas 
with  a long  set  shot  and  a one  hand- 
er from  the  foul  line.  Clark  sunk  a 
hook  shot,  however,  and  the  score 
was  51-43. 

Bill  Schanberger  came  through 
with  a set  shot,  and  Lacy  and  Russo 
exchanged  goals  to  bring  the  visi- 
tors to  within  six  points.  Loyola 
then  moved  to  within  two  points 
with  only  two  minutes  left. 

Lacy  drove  in  on  the  left  side  and 
tapped  the  ball  over  his  shoulder 
to  Paul  Feeley  who  inserted  a left 
handed  layup  for  a tie  ball  game. 
Mount  St.  Mary’s  moved  in,  but 
failed  to  score.
